AN ACT TO LEGALIZE THE ASSESSMENT OF PROPERTY IN THE
VILLAGE OF DULUTH, FOR THE PURPOSES OF TAXATION FOR

TY-SEVEN (1877), AIADE BY W. W. SPALDING, ACTING AS ASSES.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Seor1oN 1. That the assessment of property in the village of
Duluth, for the purposes of taxation, for the year o. D. one thous-
and eight ‘hundred and seventy-seven (1877), made by W. W,
Spalding, acting as assessor for such village, be, and the same is
hereby legalized, and that said assessment shall be, by all courts
and tribunals, treated as a valid and legal assessment, ag fully and
completely as if said W. W. Spalding had, at the time of making.
said assessment, been de jure assessor for said village.
